8.—A special meeting. of 
the French Cabinet was held this-morn- 
ing at the Elysée Palace. At the con- 
clusion. of .the meeting the following 
statement was issued:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The text of 
the American Governments protest 
against the deportation of Belgians into 
Germany for forced. labor Was made 
public by Secretary. Lansing, without 
comment, late fais afternoon. The pro- 
test was read by Joseph C. Grew, ‘the 
American Chargé d’ Affaires’ at Berlin, 
to ven Bethmann.. Hollweg, the Ger- 
qnan Chancellor. It-was.sent by Sec- 
retary Lansing under direct instruc- 
tions from President Wilson. 

The announcement’ made by the Sec- 

retary follows: 
\“*On Nov. 29, Mr. Grew, our Chargé 
at Berlin, was directed to obtain an 
interview with the German Chancelior 
and read to him the following: 

“*The Government of the United 
States, has learned with the greatest 
concern and regret of the policy of the 
German Government to deport from 
Belgium a portion of the civilian popu- 
lation for the purpose of forcing them 
to labor in Germany, and {is contrained 
to protest in a friendly spirit but most 
solemnly against this. action, which is 
in contravention of all precedent and 
of. those humane principles of inter- 
national practice which have long been 
accepted and followed by civilized na- 
tions ‘in their treatment of noncom- 
batants.in conquered territory.

Ar- 
rangements have been ‘made with local 
bankers for payment for all the supplies 
already under contract, and it is ex- 
pected that the extent of agditional or- 
ders will be- governed chiefly by credit

The stories told on Thursday by jani- 
tors and éthers, who said they were 
hired by milk and ice companies.and by 
bakeries to find customers, were offset 
yesterday by the testimony of Thomas 
B. Evans of the. Sheffield Farms- Slaw- 
son-Decker Company, who bsserted that 
the milk companies were continually 
being assailed with petty demands from 
building superintendents, janitors, and 
office boys,’ who had it in their power 
to spoil business unless they were ap- 
peased with. small commissions. He 
said it was a choice between submitting 
to these demands or going out of busi- 
ness. The money thus spent, the wit- 
ness said, amounted to a large sum 
every year, the exactions coming not 
only from janitors and elevator boys, 
but from cooks, butlers, servants in 
restaurants and hotels, saloon keepers, 
and charitable organizations.

Silk Imports Show Loss. 





For the first time in several months, 
dutiable silk imports at this. port. have 
shown a drop from those of last. year, 
according to the Siik Association figures. 
This was during the four weeks ended 
Nov, 24,.when the-total imports reached 

141,188, against $2,404,971 in the same 
period a year ago. Fabrics woven in 
the piece’ fell off about $12,000, while 
other declines were: shown. by velvéts, 
velvet ribbons, + ready-made clothing. 
eerie gig silk yarns, and laces,’ trim- 
mi and embroideries. The drop in 
rece in of artificial silk yarns was par- 
ticularly sharp. Silk handkerchiefs of 
one kind or another showed good gains, 
os did imports of spun and thrown silks. 
In the free materials, raw silk fell off 
very sharply as compared with last No- 
vember.
